PAUS AND PINKSTER. 


In 
D n t r h E a s t e r T im e F e s tiv a l« 
th e M o h a w li V a lle y . 
N ext to New Y ear's day P aus and 
P tnteat.PT' w ere the more popular and 
generally observ ed holidays of the old 
Dutch in the M ohawk v alley. 
Paus 
was E aster and P inkster w as W hit­ 
sunday. 
Pinkster w as particularly a 
gala day, when young and old gav e 
them selv es up to jollity and boisterous 
fun. The joys of the day began in the 
m orning w ith sports, outdoor games 
and contests and ended late at night 
w ith indoor gam es and dancing. There 
were “egg butting“ and “riding at the 
ring.” The hitter sport w as probably 
a rural adaptation of the tournam ents 
of the days of chiv alry. 
The 
n e c e s ­ 
sary 
arrangem ent w as a cord tied 
across the road just abov e the heads of 
men on horseback. From this cord w as 
■ugpended by a short string a finger 
ring. 
Each horsem an was prov ided 
with a short, sharp pointed stick about 
the « ize of a m eat skewer, which w as 
held 
betw een 
the 
first 
finger 
and 
thumb. 
The com petitors w ere obliged 
tc rkie a t full gallop under the cord 
and attem pt to thrust their “lances” 
through the ring and carry It off three 
times. 
W hen one of the contestants 
had accom plished this he w as chased by 
a ll the other contestants. 
If he suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the goal w ithout be­ 
ing caught he w as the winner. 
The 
prize w as the paym ent by the other 
co n testan ts of the bill for him self and 
his best girl at the dance and supper to 
he giv eu In the ev ening. 
If, howev er, 
he w as eaught he was obliged to foot 
the bill for his captor and his best girl. 
For a week before Pinkster the in­ 
habitan ts, black and white, began to 
m a le ready for the festiv al by erecting 
bnottis of boughs from the thickly 
leav tni trees and shrubs on a place in 
or near the v illage chosen because of 
its conv enience and beauty. In these 
booths the tables were set with good 
thin g s to eat and drink. 
Resides the 
-e g g buttin g ” and “ridiug a t the ring.” 
there w ere im prom ptu horse races, 
w restling 
m atches 
and 
occasional 
“ » ;• raps.” 'Hie m usic for dancing was 
prov ided by the fiddle and jew sharp. 
P in k ste r w as a great occasion for the 
iMav es. On this day they bad unusual 
liberty to enjoy them selv es according 
to their own ideas. One way of doing 
m was a dance, which w as no doubt a 
reik of one of the m any religious 
tiauces brought from A frica by the 


captureu slav es. 
The m usic w as ob­ 
tained from a huge drum like instru­ 
m ent four or fiv e feet long and a foot 
In diam eter, cov ered at either end by a 
tightly stretched sheepskin. This was 
held between the legs of the largest 
and oldest slav e In the com m unity. 
This drum he would beat w ith palm 
and fingers, and all the tim e he sang a 
wordless song, which as the excite­ 
m ent increased would become wild and 
weird and w as accom panied by m us­ 
cular contortions, w agging and tw ist­ 
ing of the head and rolling of the eyes. 
One after another of the slav es would 
join In the dance as the spirit mov ed 
him or her to do so till the m usician 
w as surrounded by a ring of black and 
yellow tw isting, wriggling, hysterical 
negroes, who for the tim e w ere thou­ 
sands of miles aw ay in the heart of 
superstitious A frica. One by one they 
would fall to the ground exhausted, 
when their places would be taken by 
others who w ere just beginning to feel 
the mov ing of the spirit. It w as not 
unusual for this wild dance to continue 
through tw o days.—New York Tribune

More than 300 years ago an Immense 
crowd gathered before St. P eter’s, in 
Rome, to w itness the raising of an 
Egyptian oladisk. 
The work inv olv ed 
m any risks, and the preparations for 
its accom plishm ent were surrounded 
with much im pressiv e ceremony. 
It is 
said that Domenico Fontana, the en­ 
gineer in charge of the raising, becam e 
at the v ery last hour so aprehensiv e of 
failure tha t he appealed to Pope Sixtus 
V„ begging him to com m and the v ast 
num ber of spectators to keep absolute 
silence, lest some chance noise should 
confuse the w orkm en. 
He him self a r­ 
ra n g 'd to com m unicate his orders by 
an elaborate system -of flags and sig 
nals. 
At ln<t the critical m om ent arriv ed. 
The pojie. afte r celebrating a solemn 
m ass and blessing the 800 workm en, 
took his place on a balcony ov erlooking 
the scene. 
The greatrfquare w as filled 
w ith the m ultitude of people, who fol­ 
lowed the proceedings with breathless 
interest. 
Unbroken silence, howev er, 
reigned, for the pope, In response to 
F o n tan a’s appeal, had issued a stern 
edict, decreeing death to any one who 
uttered a sound. 
All w ent well until near the end of 
the w ork, when suddenly, as the obelisk 
stood alm ost upright, the ropes which 
supported the enorm ous w eight stretch­ 
ed, and the great shaft w av ered. In­ 
stantly from the m idst of the throng of 
people a v oice w as raised In disregard 
of the death penalty and a ringing 
cry, “W et the ropes!” w as heard. This 
practical adv ice being followed a t once, 
the ropes soon shrunk until ta ut again, 
and the obelisk, sav ed from im m inent 
danger of falling, w as safely draw n 
into position. 
Search w as m ade for the author of 
the cry, who prov ed to be a sailor 
nam ed Bresca, from the neighborhood 
of Bordigbera, on the M editeranean 
shore. H is knowledge of ropes had sug­ 
gested to him the rem edy a t the crisis, 
and, carried aw ay by die excitem ent 
of the moment, he had forgotten the 
threatening com m and for silence. 
A bashed and trem bling at his tem er­ 
ity, the offender w as led before Pope 
Sixtus. G reat w as his am azem ent and 
relief, howev er, to be m et w ith w ords 
of forgiv eness and praise. Instead of 
im posing the dreaded punishm ent the 
pope bade him ask some especial fav or, 
which should be bestow ed upon him In 
token of gratitude. 
M indful of the resources of his nativ e 
coast, the sailor asked that for all fu­ 
ture tim e the right should be giv en to 
him and his fam ily to supply palm s to 
the chapter of St. P eter’s for Palm 
Sunday. A ssured by the pope tha t this 
priv ilege should be granted, Bresca re­ 
turned to his hom e again, rejoicing in 
the l>eneflt which his im petuous words 
w ere to bring to Bordigbera through 
years to come. 
Such is the origin of B ordighera’s 
palm industry, according to the tales 
which are gleaned from old histories 
The different reports v ary som ew hat 
as to facts, yet the story In all its es­ 
sential details is constantly quoted In 
Bordigbera, and the v illage still claim s 
its annual priv ilege of supplying the 
V atican with palm s on Palm Sunday. 
Bordigbera is situated on the coast 
of the M editerranean; but, unlike most 
of the Riv iera tow ns, which lie w ithin 
shallow bays, It occupies a prom inent 
and exposed position. 
The Cape of 
Sants Ampegllo, on which tne town 
stands, stretches fa r out into the w a­ 
ter, and the v iews obtainable from 
m any portions of the headland are of 
unsurpassed beauty. 
The m ost distinctiv e feature of Bordl- 
ghera, howev er, is its w onderful growth 
of date palms, and the v illage is well 
called “the Jericho of Italy.” It is said 
there are more paluis in and around 
Bordighera than in the whole of the 
Holy Land. In w hatev er direction one 
turn s far a v iew the featherly palm 
trees are interw ov en with the land 
scape. 
Their rich deep green stands 
out In relief irom the silv ery back 
ground of the oliv e orchards, and, al 
though the orange and lemon grov es are 
num erous, the w av ing palm branches 
rise abov e them all. 
It Is said that the first palm s were 
introduced in Bordighera by Dominican 
friars m any centuries ago, but the cul 
tiv ation on an extensiv e scale dates 
from the grant to the Bresca fam ily. 
The palm leav w* which are to be used 
in religious cerem onies are bleached 
until they become yellowish white. The 
branches are draw n closely together 
a t the top and firmly wound about 
tv itb rope. 
In this way the inner 
leav es, depriv ed of light and air, are 
unable to attain their natural green 
color. 
U nfortunately 
this 
curious 
sw athing of the branches robs the tree 
tem porarily of much of Its beauty. 
The leav es which m ust be ready for 
the 
next 
Talm 
Sunday 
begin 
this 
bleaching process in the sum m er, while 
the much sm aller num ber prepared for 
the Jew ish F east of the Tabernacle, in 
the fall, are shut off from the light in 
the spring. 
The care of the palm s at 
those tw o seasons and their final gath 
ering and packing for transportation 
furnish em ploym ent to m any of the 
peasants. 
Im m ense 
quantities 
of 
branches are dispatehed to Rome and 
to other parts of the country as well 
and are used In the celebration of the 
Sunday before E aster a t the Im pressiv e 
cerem ony of the blessing of the palm s 
—New York Tribune.

Men iu Africa, and especially in e a s t! 
central Africa, believe that their wom­ 
en are their inferiors, and many cen- ! 
turies ago, says the Chicago Trib­ 
une, they made a law that has worn it­ 
self Into a custom that women must 
acknowledge this by always kneeling 
when they meet a man. 
Duff Macdonald, who spent many 
years as a missionary in that country, j 
says that African women hold a most 
degraded position and are looked upon 
pretty generally as beasts of burden 
capable of doing all the hard work. 
When a woman meets any man, be it 
her husband or a stranger, at home or 
on the road she is expected to “taidi- i 
wala”—that is, to kneel and clap her 
hands to the lord A>f creation as he ; 
passes. 
Although a woman may have i 
slaves of her own, she observes this j 
custom whenever she meets them ou 
the highway. 
Macdonald adds: “Whenever we saw ; 
a woman go out of her way with the j 
intention of kneeling before us, though 
she carried a hundred weight on her 1 
head, knowing that she would have to 
get up with it, we shouted, ‘You are 
losing your way; this Is the path,’ and 
she took it, glad that she might dis­ 
pense with this custom.” 
Certain it is that If the African wo­ 
man kneels before a stranger or slave 
she prostrates herself most humbly be­ 
fore her husband, her lord and master. 
He is her father, and she is his child; 
he commands, and she obeys; he may 
i inflict punishment, and she accepts it. 
The title of “father” is given to all 
old people. 
A man of thirty will say, 
“I am only a child; ask the old man.” 
The woman must submit, of course. 
She is her husband’s chattel; he has 
bought her for two skins of bucks, 
and this is a fair price for one wife. 
He often gets them in payment for 
debts. 
If a girl is not a first wife she counts 
for little, as these Africans usually 
have one chief wife and three or four 
minor wives. A man who Is married a 
few years Is expected to have junior 
wives. 
The chief wife has the super­ 
intendence of the others and looks 
after the household. 
The punishment 
«he Inflicts for laziness Is to banish the 
Junior wife from her meals until hun­ 
ger brings her to her senses. 
If a 
junior wife is obstreperous she is put 
In a slave stock. 
The authority of a chief wife is not 
a matter to jest with. 
If a junior wife 
gets unruly the whipping post Is made 
use of. 
This does not anuoy her lord, 
for African men have little sentiment 
for their wives and feel none for their 
Junior wives 
They are his chattels, 
having the same value as his cattle, 
perhaps less. 
When a man Is pressed 
for money he usually sells his wife and 
not his cattle. 
He experts them to cul­ 
tivate the soil and cut down the trees, 
and when he finds time or has the in­ 
clination he helps them.

W h y M e ta l« Must. 
Gold does not tarnish like other metal 
because It is not acted upon by oxygen 
or water. It is the moisture iu the at­ 
mosphere which causes other metals to 
tarnish, owing to their oxidation. Wa­ 
ter contain» a large proportion of oxy­ 
gen, and it is the oxygen, of course, 
in the moist air combining with the 
surface of the metals that covers them 
with tarnish. Platinum, like gold, re­ 
sists the Influence of oxygen and mois­ 
ture and when pure neither rusts nor 
tarnishes. 
Aluminium also does not 
rust, neither hot nor cold water' having 
any nction upon it. The sulphureted 
hydrogen of the atmosphere, which so 
readily tarnishes silver, has no effect 
upon aluminium, which under ordinary 
circumstances preserves its appearance 
as perfectly as gold does. Silver tar­ 
nishes on exposure to the air, the agent 
producing this effect being the sulphur. 
Iron is the metal which tarnishes and 
rusts most easily, Its oxidization pro­ 
ceeding until the metal Is completely 
eaten or burnt away with the rust.

A n tiq u ity of Sme a r. 
The first mention of sugar seems to 
have been mude by Pliny more than 
1,800 years ago. who traces it to Ara­ 
bia and gives the preference to Indian 
sugar, which he speaks of as “honey 
found in canes,” 
Statius in his de­ 
scription of the Saturnalia says that 
among the food which the Emperor 
Domitian made the i>eople at those 
noisy festivals scramble for was a 
sweet substance obtained from Ara­ 
bian canes. 
Other classical writers of 
about the same period describe it also 
as a kind of honey found In canes and 
not made by bees. 
Strabo adds that in 
a solid state it resembles salt. 
The 
sugar cane was introduced into Sicily 
In 1148 and soon afterward Into Spain. 
Thence sixty years later It was taken 
to the West Indies, and at the end of 
the eighteenth century Jam aica alone 
produced quite 15,00d tons a year.

Cork, as most persons know, is the 
outer bark of an evergreen oak tree 
which grows in Spain. Portugal, Al­ 
geria, Morocco and to some extent in 
Italy. 
Its peculiar properties, especial­ 
ly its lightness and its compressibility, 
make it valuable for scores of pur­ 
poses, but its original use, in the man­ 
ufacture of corks, or stoppers for bot­ 
tles, still consumes the greater part of 
all that is brought to market. 
The cork oak varies in diameter 
from six inches to three feet. 
By a 
generous provision of nature the tree 
may be periodically stripped of its 
outer bark without losing its life. 
Twenty years is the usual age at 
which the first Cuflliig lOhade. 
After 
that the cork may be harvested about 
every ten years. 
The first cut, which 
is called virgin bark, is of little value, 
as it is coarse in texture and deeply 
seamed. 
The tree may lie expected to 
live and yield cork until it is 150 years 
old. 
In Spain and some other European 
countries corks are still made by hand, 
each one being pared from a square 
block by a common knife. 
Iu this 
country, where are made the finest 
corks in the world, the work is done by 
machinery, all of which is of American 
invention and manufacture. Every boy 
who has ever whittled a cork for a 
fishing bob or a popgun pellet knows 
how difficult the material is to cut 
smoothly. To do it well his knife must 
be as sharp as a razor and must be 
used with a drawing motion, not a 
mere pressure, and if the cork be wet 
so much the better. 
The same difficul­ 
ties confront the manufacturer by ma­ 
chinery and are met in the same way. 
The bark, after having been wet and 
then allowed to remain for a time in 
damp cellars to soften, goes first to 
the stripping machines, which reduce 
it to slabs of a size proportionate to 
the corks to be made. 
These machine« 
are merely small iron tables, through 
which appear very thin steel disks, 
like circular saws, except that they 
have no teeth. 
They are really keen 
edged steel knives, as thin as paper 
and running at a high rate of speed, 
but so smoothly that they seem to the 
spectator to be standing still. 
The little slabs or strips of cork go 
next to the “blockers.” 
The cutters 
here are cylindrical steel punches, or 
tubes, with razor edges. 
They are ar­ 
ranged In rows, or “gangs.” and in­ 
stead of being simply pressed through 
the cork are also revolving at high 
speed and so cut jtheir way through. 
Having perforated the slab, the cut­ 
ters back away automatically, while 
plungers like pistons working in the 
cylinders come forward and punch out 
the cores, which for some purposes are 
already finished corks. 
They are, of course, perfectly cylin­ 
drical—that Is, without taper—and in 
that form they are preferred by bot­ 
tlers of effervescent liquids, because 
their shape enables them the better to 
resist the pressure of the restrained 
gases. 
But for the use of druggists, who are 
the great users of corks and need the 
very finest, a tapering stopper is pre­ 
ferred. and this necessitates another 
operation. 
The tapering machines are 
run mostly by young women. 
Each 
machine consists of 
a 
little lathe, 
which centers the cylindrical cork au­ 
tomatically and then brings it into con­ 
tact with the edge of the cutting knife, 
which, like the cutter of the slicing 
machine, is a very thin steel disk. 
As 
the cork touches this knife a thin 
shaving rises and curls away, like as a 
puff of smoke. 
One who knows nothing of the ma­ 
chinery could see no reason for it, but 
during the second that the cork has 
been in contact with the apparently 
motionless disk some dozen yards of 
flying, razor edged steel have been 
at work, and the cork is now a perfect 
truncated cone, with a fine satin-like 
surface and an even and regular taper. 
By hand a very rapid and skillful cut­ 
ter can turn out twelve or fourteen 
gross in a day. 
With these machines 
one girl will produce 420 gross. 
There are few businesses in which 
the quantity of waste material is so 
large as In the m a n u fa ctu red corks. 
In the best managed factories it ranges 
from 60 to 70 per cent, but American 
ingenuity and industrial development 
have succeeded iu transforming it into 
a source of profit 
By grinding the 
waste to various degrees of fineness 
and pressing it with glue or shellac In­ 
to various shapes It is made useful for 
the Inner soles of shoes, for bathroom 
mats, for insulation in refrigerating 
plants and the deadening of sound In 
apartment houses, the making of bicy­ 
cle handles and the grips of tennis 
rackets, fly rods and golf clubs, and 
there are dozens of other uses for the 
waste which are quite as Interesting. 
Some years ago one manufacturer of 
corks was paying a teamster a dollar 
a load to cart away his waste and 
dump it on a refuse heap. 
Today he 
receives $60 a ton for the vefy cheap­ 
est quality of this waste. — Edward 
Williston Frentz in Youth’s Compan­ 
ion.
